Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): if entered, the 1 12 rejections and claim objections have been 
overcome. Examiner agrees that Plunguian does not teach diisobutyl adipate regrding claim 36.. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it argues new limitations not enterred (ie, lack of 
specific compound in alternatives) and as noted below, the typing error has been explained, but the limitation was taught in the applied 
references. . 

Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant is correct that the comment on where greater than or equal to 13.15 %N is found - examiner 
apologizes for the cut and paste error. It is Plunguianm coil 4, lines 7-19 that states: "Any of the known nitrocellulose grades can be 
employed in the practice of this invention. These range from the so-called plastic grade nitrocellulose having about 10.9% nitrogen up to 
the smokeless powder grade having about 13.5% nitrogen. For most applications, nitrocellulose containing about 12% nitrogen, so-called 
lacquer grade nitrocellulose is quite satisfactory. Ultimately, however, selection of the nitrocellulose type to be employed depends upon 
the specific properties sought. For example, lacquer grade would be preferred for wood filler; smokeless grade would be preferred for a 
combustible cartridge case." thus teaching that nitrocellulose of about 13.5 %N is known for use in combustible cartridge cases 
(explosives). . 
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
